Christ Was Made 
To Be Sin For Us

“Now then we are ambassadors for Christ, as though 
God did beseech you by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, 
be ye reconciled to God. For he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him,”’—II Cor. 5:20, 21. 


There is a fine Welsh poem in 
which the poet imagines that the 
Sun and all the attendant planets 
and satellites in his sphere passed 
before the Great White Throne of 
the Creator; and as each passed, 
He smiled; but when Earth came 
in her turn, He blushed. 

We may couple. with 
a true story which was 
recently told of human = sin 
and crime. A girl was brought 
before a board of guardians for 
immoral conduct of a very gross 
and aggravated kind; and, instead 
of showing any womanly shame, 
she was hard and brazen-faced. 
A lady who was on the board sat 
amongst the guardians, and her 
face was dyed crimson with 
shame. Though the girl showed no 
‘shame for herself, the lady felt 
it for her sin and her hardness; 
and as the girl caught sight of 
that pure, shame-cast face, she 
broke down in a flood of tears, and 
afterwards asked to be permitted 
to speak to her unknown friend.

The incident led to the girl’s 
ultimate reclamation. 
And when, according to the 


poet, we are told that God blushed 
as the Earth passed beneath His 
eye, may not his suggestion be 
coupled with this story, and may 
not the blush that suffused the 
face of Christ be also reflected 
from the face of Earth? May she 
not blush? 

There are stars which, when 
we contemplate them in the vault 
of night, burn red. May not Earth 
be imagined as burning red, as 
she remembers her sad history, 
and as, in the face of God, she 
sees the reflection of her own 
shame, sorrow, and sin? 

There appear to be five reasons 
in this text why man, the tenant 
of this world, may blush—why 
earth may blush—why we all, 
indeed, may blush. 


I. Blush Because We Have 
Never Realized the Awful 
Character and Nature 
of Sin 
That sin is heinous, black, and 
dreadful, we are all prepared to

admit; but, probably, he who has 
most lamented sin has had but 
a very slight and superficial con- 
ception of its true nature and 
character. We see how sin has 
blighted our fair world. Every 
storm that sweeps its surface; all 
the cruelty and carnage in the 
lower races of animals: the 
voracity with which animal preys 
upon animal! by land and 
sea, are probably the result of 
that dark thing which we call sin, 
which was first in the heart of 
the Devil, who sinned from the 
beginning, and which from him 
has passed as a blight, as a con- 
tagion, upon this world of which 
he was the vicegerent. When he 


fell he drew down our earth in 
his train. 
We have seen, also, what sin 


does in the case of those who 
have somehow got entangeled with 
its grosser forms. We have fre- 
quently beheld some sweet young 
face, once innocent and pure,

In the year 1725 of our era, a 
baby boy, who later had good rea- 
son to thank God for this prayer 
of Christ, “Father, forgive them” 
(Luke 23:34), was born into an 
English family in London. He be- 
cgme a shining light in the Chris- 
tian Church and a _ conspicuous 
example of a forgiven sinner. I 
tell you his story because I want 
you to obtain the forgiveness of 
your sins. His mother was a pious 
woman and “made it the chief 
business and pleasure of her life 
to instruct” him and bring him 
up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord. She did this until he 
was nearly seven years old; and 
then she died. 


His father did not follow up the 
good Christian teaching of the 
mother and the boy went astray 
into paths of sin. He said of him- 
self: “I was very wicked. My 
whole life, when awake, was a 
course of most horrid impiety and 
profaneness. I loved sin, and was 
unwilling to forsake it. I stood 
in need of an Almighty Saviour, 
and such a One I found described 
in the New Testament.” 

He found the forgiveness of 
his sins in the prayer of Christ, 
“Father, forgive them,” and later 
wrote this: 


“In evil long | took delight, 
Unawed by shame or fear, 

Till a new object struck my sight, 
And stopped my wild career. 


Is Indoctrination 
Our Business?

Recently in a prominent Chris- 
tian journal, published in the Mid- 
dle West, there appeared an arti- 
cle entitled, “Who Cares What 
You Learn?” (CHRISTIAN LIFE, 
January, 1961, Lionel A. Rediger, 
Vice-president and Academic 
Dean, Taylor University, Upland, 
Indiana.) 

In essence, this was a defense 
of the Christian college. However, 
one section of the article leaves 
the reader quite puzzled—-to say 
the least—as to the author's 
meaning, and the significance of 
some of his statements. For in- 
stance, we quote this statement: 
‘Tt is not the purpose of the 
indoctrinate 

indoctrination always leads 
to frustration.” Under some cir- 
cumstances, this sentence might 
be considered not of sufficient im- 
port to merit further discussion, 
but in the light of today’s trends 
in evangelical circles, it has great 
bearing on what we believe to be 
an alarming situation in religion 
and education. To this author's 
concept of the purpose of a Chris- 
tian college, we take vigorous ex- 
ception. Such a declaration as his 
‘s right in line with the position 
of the “new evangelicals” who 
constantly prate of “academic 
freedom,” but they are afraid to 
teach or to speak with any degree 
of authority. The implication is 
that for one to have convictions of 
his own, and to state them with 
persuasiveness intended to con- 
vince others, is a non-intellectual 
attitude. 


Christian Colleges Are 
Founded To Indoctri- 
nate Students 

One is completely bewildered as 
to what is the purpose of a Chris- 
tian college if it is not to in- 
doctrinate its students in the 
great, eternal truths of the Word 
of God, with their accompanying 
tremendous impact upon the per- 
sonal lives of young men and wom- 
en. For years Christian parents 
and Christian pastors have sent 
their young people to Christian 
colleges—sometimes at great per-

Readers of THE SwWorRD OF THE 
LORD are well aware of the gather- 
ing of religious infidels last De- 
ecember in San Francisco for the 
General Assembly of the National 
Council of Churches. 

Among other things, the dele- 
gates heard Rev. Herman F. Res- 
sig say that nationalism, racism, 
colonialism and the old-time re- 
ligion are on their way out. Con- 
cerning the latter, he said: 

“The ‘old-time religion’ was not 
fit to survive. Even when it was 
the old-time liberal religion of 
American Protestantism, it was 
not good enough .... Thank God, 
this superficial, easy-going religion 
must now reform itself or go be- 
neath the boiling waters of God's 
judgment. 


“In sum, as God lives, that old 
world had to go to pieces ... the 
next fifty years may be man’s 
finest hour to date. They may also 
turn out to be his worst.” 


Such predictions have been 
made before but the predictors 
have died and crumbled to dust 
While the “old-time religion” 
marches on in all its simplicity 
and beauty. Like the blacksmith’s 
anvil, the critic-hammers soon go, 
the anvil of truth remains.

Brought before Circuit Judge 
Frank A. Smith in an effort to 
get the bond reduced and obtain 
freedom, Mitchell heard the judge 
deny the defense motion to quash 
the writ and end the hearing. It 
was then that the big, tough hero 
put on the dramatics,. getting 
down on his knees and pleading in 
sobbing voice with hands clasped: 


“Please, your Honor. In the 
name of Jesus Christ—my father 
was a minister—let me talk, 
please. My very life is at stake.” 

The unimpressed judge ordered 
him removed from the courtroom. 

This was a strange plea for 
Mitchell to make. These were 
strange words indeed to come 
from the mouth of a man who, on 
a Thanksgiving Day not long ago 
when the Christian host said he 
would return thanks to the Lord 
for the meal, jumped from the 
table and rushed from the room, 
crying that no one could jam re- 
ligion down his throat.

Even as form- 
al as wedding announcements are, 
they have a way of showing the 
taste and characteristics of the 
bride and groom. Marcella and Al, 
for instance (who by the time 
you read this will be happily 
honeymooning, God willing), in- 
cluded in their invitation a small 
card which read: 


“We rejoie to invite you to the second 
greatest event of our natural lives . . . our 
wedding. The greastest event, however, was 
our personal conversion to Jesus Christ. We 
trust that you, too, have experienced this 
salvation by faith in Him, and will join us 
at the marriage feast of the Lamb.” 


Bonnie and Bill, friends from 
Pontiac, Michigan, surprised us by 
appearing at our house for coffee 
the day before we received an an- 
nouncement saying they had been 
married the previous Saturday! 

Regardless of how different the 
bride and groom, the romance, 
the announcement or the cere- 
mony, each marriage carries with 
it that hope and dream that the 
new relationship will bring a ful- 
fillment of the richest joys life 
has to offer. The most amazing 
thing of all is that one’s ideas of 
what marriage ought to hold be- 
gin to be formed almost as soon 
as life begins. 


Can you still recall the girlhood 
image you had of the knight in 
shining armour with whom you 
would some day live happily ever 
after? My impressions are stil] 
very clear of the “ideal husband” 
I pictured then. His physical char- 
acteristics were never quite 
jelled in my mind. Sometimes he 
was blond and blue-eyed: some- 
times he was dark. I was positive, 
however, about the rest. He was 
a composite of all the best things 
I had ever known or read about 
good men. He bore some charac- 
teristics of my own beloved dad 
as well as the heroes of a dozen 
favorite novels. Sometimes I could 
see his image faintly in a choice 
school friend and always there 
was a resemblance to some great 
and famous man out of a history 
book. My prince charming, I was 
certain, would be wise and good, 
bold and yet tender, practical and 
yet artistic, creative and brilliant

—all rolled into one man. It never 
occured to me that there was 
the slightest contradiction of per- 
sonality! (At the risk of sounding 
smug, let me add that the man 
I married has matched my “ideal” 
more fully than I would have 
dared to think possible.) 


Maturity and experience and a 
little heartbreak do add a reality 
to one’s dreams. And that is good, 
Still, I find I resent the philosophy 
which assumes that high, idealistic 
standards are not important in 
choosing a life partner, only the 
fact of whether or not one is in 
love. I have heard young girls 
say about a doubtful friendship, 
“Well, maybe he does drink (or 
smoke, or swear, etc); he loves me 
so much that I’m certain I can 
get him to stop after we’re mar- 
ried.”” Unfortunately, love is not 
enough when it is not based .on 
character and integrity. Almost 
any woman who ever married, 
hoping to reform a man, will tell 
you that spiritual and moral prob- 
lems are usually made worse, 
rather than better, by the union. 

I once heard a lovely Chinesé 
girl insist firmly that romantic 
love ought to be the outcome of a 
good marriage, not the prelimin- 
ary requisite. She said that her 
mother and father had—in the 
best oriental tradition—been given 
to each other in marriage through 
no decision of their own. They 
had not chosen each other, but 
because they loved the Lord and 
had been carefully reared, they 
learned to love each other deeply 
and tenderly after they were 
married. 

Well, regardless of how roman- 
tic two people feel when they 
marry, love does sometimes get 
a little tarnished from neglect or 
scratched from  mis-treatment. 
Like good silver, it ought to be 
enjoyed and used everyday, and 
polished often! The best formula 
for “love polish” I know anything 
about is found in Ephesians 4, 
verses 30-32 (the same book, in- 
cidentally, which commands us 
rather pointedly, “Wives, submit 
yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord”): 


“And grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed un- 
to the day of redemption. Let all 
bitterness, and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all 
malice: And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.”

First, let me emphasize the 

truth that he never has and, I fee! 


sure, never will launch an at- 
tack against Billy Graham. The 
issue is entirely one of biblical 
principle, not mere human per- 
sonality.

Time and again Dr. Rice proved 
his friendship and love for Dr. 
Graham. His unsurpassed delight 
with the results of Graham's cam- 
paigns was obvious to every read- 


er of THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 
How asinine and childish is the 
argument of some that Rice’s 


present criticism is the fruit of 
personal frustration and petty 
jealousy. No one who knows the 
man could believe that charge 
for a single moment. 

As a matter of fact, he defended 
Graham ‘$0 thoroughly against his 
critics that he lost many friends 
among the separationists. When 
Billy spoke unwisely about funda- 


mentalists, Dr. Rice asked his 
readers to overlook it.

Surely 
one could intelligently say Dr 
Rice did not prove his friendship 
a hundred different ways. 

When Billy’s unequal yoke with 
modernism became so pronounced 
that he could no longer condone 
the popular revivalist’s position, 
in one of his first printed articles 
of protest—after repeated private 
attempts to get Billy to change his 
position—he described his love and 
prayerful interest in the evange- 
list with these two opening para- 
graphs:

That part 
of my prayer, I suppose, my 
children have memorized. I have 
prayed it so often in family 
worship, when I have named 
some fifty or sixty evangelists 
before the Lord and pleaded 
for His blessing upon them. 
Sometimes I have prayed also 
for Brother Willis Haymaker, 
for Lorne Sanny and Betty 
Lowry, etc., but nearly always 
for those named. Then I got to 
feeling that my family would 
think it was too much of a 
routine matter, so I would some- 
times ask God to bless all evan- 
gelists, and then alone in secret 
I would go over them one by 
one with Him. naming them 
before the Lord. But for many 
years, when some _ evangelist 
would come to Wheaton or to 
a Sword Conference, he would 
be met by one of my workers 
or one of my family who would 
say, “I have heard Dr. Rice pray

for you so often.” 
And they could say it also 
about Billy Graham. How my 


heart has followed him through 
the years—his first campaigns 
in England, then to Los Angeles, 
to Portland, to Atlanta, to Col- 
umbia, to Dallas, to Scotland, 
to London, to Toronto, to New 
Orleans, to Chattanooga, to 
Louisville. I mention the heart- 
burden of prayer which God laid 
upon me for Billy Graham be- 
cause I think it is typical of the 
burden that many earnest Chris- 
tians have had for the famous 
evangelist. Is it not then a mat- 
ter of proper and deep concern 
to all of us, as to whether or 
not he follows God’s plan about 
soul winning and revival? 


No, Dr. Rice has not been at- 
tacking Billy Graham. He has sim-

In the same magazine, writing 
to apologize for an advertising de-

Dr. Graham Then Repudiated 
His Fundamental, Sepa-

How suddenly or how gradually 
Graham changed from this firm 
Bible position, it is not safe to 
say.

Aunt Mary 
really did sing along with her, 
and I think you will, too. 

Do you like to sing? Good! But 
do you sing when you are alone, 


or only at school; or Sunday 
School and church? I will let you 
in on a secret. I sing all the time 
I can. I sing when I am happy, 
usually happy songs. I sing when 
I am discouraged or blue. I know 
some prayer songs, and they often 
express just what I feel, so I 
sing a prayer sometimes. I think 
the Lord hears that, too. I some- 
times sing to praise the Lord. But 
I like to sing just for the fun 
of it. 


I sometimes feel a song so deep- 
ly that I cannot sing it myself, 
and so I am grateful when some- 
one else sings it for my special 
blessing. When I get discouraged, 
I like to sing, “Just Keep on Pray- 
ing.” I can sing and remind myself 
of the answer—always pray. 

Did you know the Bible over 
and over again tells.us to sing? 
The Psalms in the Bible are really 
songs. Many verses in them tell 
us to “Sing praises unto the Lord” 
or “Sing unto the Lord a new 
song.” Psalm 100:1, 2 says, “Make 
a joyful noise unto the Lord, all 
ye lands. Serve the Lord with 
gladness: come before his presence 
with singing.” 

And in the New Testament Paul 
wrote, “Speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord; Giv- 
ing thanks always for all things” 
(Eph. 5:19, 20). 

I notice several things about 
this subject.

that Christ’s death was in our 
place and stead, paying the price 
in full for our sins and iniquities.

A very strong evidence of Gra- 
ham’s change in principle and 
policy concerns Dr. John Suther- 
land Bonnell, pastor of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in 
New York City. Dr. Bonnell is a 
known liberal, the author of an 
article in Look magazine which 
stated it was not necessary for 
Presbyterian ministers to believe 
in the virgin birth. Recently he 
was featured as the main speaker 
at the regular Friday evening ser- 
vice of a Jewish synagogue in 
Miami. Dr. Graham took a copy 
of the issue of Look containing 
Bonnell’s article out of his pocket 
while talking to Dr. Rice in Glas- 
gow, saying heatedly how it of- 
fended him and how he objected 
to it. It had been reported in the 
public press that Bonnell had gone 
to Scotland at Graham's invita- 
tion, but Billy vigorously denied 
the report to Dr. Rice. He assured 
him that though Bonnell had been 
present in the meeting, he had not 
recognized him nor invited him to 
pray. He did admit, however, “One 
night after I had left the meeting 
and gone to the inquiry room, I 
think that Cliff asked Dr. Bonnell 


to close in prayer.” But in the 
New York Crusade Dr. Bonnell 


was not only recognized, he was 
a committeeman and one of the 
leading forces._in promoting and 
organizing the campaign. 

At the close of the New York 
Crusade, the New York City 
Council of Churches announced, 
through their executive director, 
Dr. Donald Potter, that they had 
gained 1,300 churches as a result 
of the campaign. A total of $67,618 
of the campaign surplus was given 
to this modernistic council by the 
Crusade committee. Riverside 
Church, where notorious modern- 
ist Harry Emerson Fosdick is a 
member and pastor emeritus, re- 
ceived 135 decision cards and the 
Marble Collegiate Church, pastor- 
ed by master psychologist Norman 
Vincent Peale, received 373 cards, 
the largest amount of any church. 


Dr. Graham Attacks’ Funda- 
mental Bible Believers 


The second main objection in 
the Billy Graham controversy re- 
lates to his public statements slur- 
ring earnest, sincere defenders of 
the Word of God. Repeatedly he 
has refused to refer to himself 
as a fundamentalist and was 
quoted in Christian Life magazine 
to the effect: “During Billy Gra- 
ham’s 1955 Scotland crusade a 
B.B.C. interviewer asked him to 
define the fundamentalist label he 
had been plastered with. Billy ob- 
jected. ‘I don’t call myself 4 
fundamentalist; he said. There 
was an aura of bigotry and nar-

In the 
same magazine he declared, “The 
one badge of Christian disciple- 
ship is not orthodoxy, but love.” 
On another voccasion he stated, 
“I am not a fundamentalist. I 
am not a modernist. I am a con- 
servative-liberal.” Still again he 
said, “I am not a fundamentalist. 
I am not a modernist. I am a 
constructionist.” 

In addition to his uncomplimen- 
tary references to those who have 
paid such a high price in defense 
of the faith, he has used his in- 
fluence in trying to harm good 
fundamental Christian works, a 
notable example of which is Bob 
Jones University. He permitted 
his biographer, Stanley High 
(who expressed his appreciation 
to Ruth and Billy Graham for 
their wholehearted approval of 
and cooperation in this undertak- 
ing’), to put Bob Jones and the 
university which name 
in a very ridiculous light.

were sent to several Presbyterian 
ministers, other Christian schools, 
and various Christian leaders. Pri- 
marily the charges were that Dr. 
Jones did not allow his students 
to pray for Billy Graham, that he 
was jealous, a Pharisee, empbit- 
tered, etc., all of which were un- 
true. Two former board membets 
of the university wrote letters of 
their own and they, too, were 
duplicated by Dr. Bell and sent 
out wholesale. Certainly some, 
possibly all the funds for this at- 
tack on Bob Jones University 
came from the Billy Graham or- 
ganization, part of it from the 
New. York Crusade—the sacrificial 
money of saints who thought they 
were investing in a soul-winning 
business. 

Remember that Billy Graham 
has repeatedly expressed himself 
as opposing controversy. He even 
refused to appear in Washington 
before the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee on behalf 
of legislation to outlaw liquor ad- 
vertising, calling it “too contro- 
versial.” But fundamentalists have 
become increasingly alarmed over 
his willingness to enter into con- 
troversy against them, slander and 
belittle them, yet be so polite and 
nice to all the enemies of the

He was accompanied 
by his associate, Grady Wilson, 
and Dr. Donald Potter of the 
Protestant Council of New York 
City. Colgate-Rochester is a no- 
toriously liberal school. As a mat- 
ter of fact, in the same issue of 
their school paper which reported 
Graham’s presence they. “point 
'ed| with pride” that Dr. Edwin 
T. Dahlberg, newly elected presi- 
dent of the National Council of 
the Churches of Christ, was “both 
an alumnus and trustee of Col- 
gate-Rochester Divinity School. 


The Graham address was re- 
ported by William Hamilton in 
the Colgate-Rochester- Divinity 
Sehool bulletin. Dr. Nels Ferre, 
noted liberal whose writings have 
brought reproach on the person 
and work of Christ repeatedly, 
eonducted a two-day, all-school 
retreat on the campus two days 
later and the same article ®&m- 
mented on his ministry as well. 
The following two paragraphs 
from the Hamilton article illus- 
trate what I mean (the emphasis 
is mine): 


Very few of the school com- 
munity came to Dr. Graham’s 
address with antagonism. There 
is very little professional anti- 
Graham spirit around. Some 
perhaps came expecting to be 
bored; but most came grate- 
fully and openly. No one left 
bored, aud no one left particu- 
larly changed. But we were all 
grateful for his presence, and, 
whatever we found in his words, 
we saw something in the man— 
or perhaps through the man— 
that made a real impact on us. 
In many ways, his talk was a 
straight-forward and conven- 
tional description of the quali- 


ties the ministry needs. He 


spoke directly to the students 
and allowed the rest of us to 
overhear. He made two points 
that stayed with us: the central 
need for a personal experience 
of Jesus Christ (or, he added, 
what Niebuhr would call an en- 
counter with the living God. A 
nice touch, and an impressive 
example of his extraordinary 
sensitiveness to an audience), 
and the utter necessity of per- 
sonal discipline and prayer. 

These two central points be- 
came important retroactively, 
rather than at the time we 
heard them. For when the re- 
treat followed close upon, two 
davs later, we heard and ev- 
perienced the same _ tu o-fold 
truth from Dr. Ferre. 


Note the following truth from 
the above revelation: (1) Gra- 
ham’s address did not “particular- 
ly change” anyone who heard it; 
(2) Graham watered-down the 
Saviour’s insistence upon the new 
birth by interpreting it for his 
hearers as being “what Niebuh 
would call an encounter with the 
living God.” No in his right 
mind would believe for a moment 
that what the neo-orthodox Nie- 
inr means by “an encounter with 
living God” and what Jesus

One Chicago theater featured it 
as an extra attraction the night 
they presented the movie, To- 
night’s the Night, which was ad- 
vertised: “Men and women acting 
like men and women—slightly 
outrageous!” The advertisement 
featured a picture of Billy Gra- 
ham and a picture of a nearly 
naked woman. The Chicago Daily 
News frankly stated it: ‘“Movie- 
men here hope the film will help 
them lure Northern churchgoers 
away from their TV sets and into 
the movie houses.” 


Still later Dr. Graham public- 
Jy endorsed Cecil B. De Mille’s 
extravaganza, The Ten Command- 
ments, and his testimonial was 
published in movie ads every- 
where, saying, “I was deeply im- 
pressed and commend it most 
highly.” On one oecasion he called 
it the “most accurate Biblical pic- 
ture ever filmed.” Actually, the 


picture was far from the biblical 


account and was loaded with sug- 
gestive sex. Time magazine re- 
marked that “ what he | De 
Mille| has really done is to throw 
sex and sand into the moviegoers 
eyes for almost twice as long as 
anybody else has ever dared to.

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He does preach the Gospel 
faithfully but I am _ beginning 
to see that indeed he compro- 
mises a great deal.

Christ with Belial? or what 
part hath he that believeth with 
an infidel?” 

Here is indeed strong and 
easily understood language. The 
line of separation is drawn, not 
by men, but by the Holy Ghost 
to whom we correctly yield the 
credit for having given these 
instructions to Christians of all 
the centuries. The words that I 
have quoted from St. Paul were 
given to the Christian church 
for all time by the Holy Ghost 
(II Pet. 1:21). They came from 
the day when “holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost.” 


Dr. Graham Still Yokes Up 
With Unbelievers in His 
Campaigns 

However, the answer as to 
whether the controversy has done 
good is also “No.” It has not yet 
helped Billy Graham. His next 

ig campaign was in the spring 

of 1958 at San Francisco. This 
Was an even bigger sell-out from 
the cause of Biblical Christianity 
than the New York Crusade. An 
impressive array of modernist- 
liberals was assembled to back 
and promote the campaign. 


The meeting was principally 
Sponsored by the Oakland Bay 
Council of Churches, an exception- 
ally strong liberal council because 
of the influence of Berkeley Div- 
inity School in that area. The 
treasurer was Fred D. Parr, a 
member of the “Board of Patrons” 
of the Pacific School of Religion. 
This school is as widely known in 
the West for its infidelity as 
Union Theological Seminary is 
known in the East. It annually 
features such speakers as Nels 
Ferre, Emil Brunner, Harry Em- 
erson Fosdick, Robert H. Mc- 
Crackem, and others. The noted 
Methodist modernist, Georgia 
Harkness, is a member of the fac- 
ulty, as is a Jewish rabbi, Morris 
Goldstein. Mr. Lowell W. Berry 
and Mr. Edward L. Soule were 
two others on the Graham com- 


mittee associated with this school 
of infidelity, 

Others on the committee includ- 
ed: Mrs. John Fitzgerald, a mem- 
ber of one of the most liberal 
Christian churches in the West 
and president of the Northern 
California Convention of Christian 
Churches; Dr. Abbott Book, ex- 
ecutive director of the Northern 
California Council of Churches 
for many years and a strong 
ecumenicalist; Dr. W. Earle 
Smith, past president of the 
Northern Council of Churches and 
the San Francisco Council of 
Churches, a man described as 
Sympathetic with the modernist 
causes and “a more relentless foe 
of fundamental Baptist Churches 
could hardly be found.” Dr. Smith 
was co-chairman of the crusade. 


Another committee member was 
Mrs. William Lister Rogers, presi- 
dent of the San Francisco Council 
of Churches. She was the origina- 
tor and chairman of the infamous 
“Festival of Faith” at the Cow 
Palace in 1955, the same site 
where the Graham crusade was 
conducted. In that service, Chris- 
tian, Jew, Moslem, Buddhist, Hin- 
du and Confucianist each prayed 
to his own god in his own lan- 
guage, invoking world peace. The 
whole thing was of the rankest 
blasphemy, yet Mrs. Rogers was 
appointed to the Graham com- 


mittee for the San Francisco Cru- 
sade, 


Dr. G. Archer Weniger, describ- 
ing the luncheon for 1,150 minis- 
ters, assistants and leaders of that 
area who met to map out the San 
Francisco crusade, said: “This 
meeting was a heterogeneous col- 
lection of heretics, modernists, 
liberals, higher critics, pinks, scof- 
fers of the Blood, deniers of the 
Bible, rejectors of the Deity, plus 
a number of fundamentalists. In 
spite of the smoke, no one could 
be blind to the fact that there 
were ecclesiastical decoys pres- 
ent.”” He went on to describe both 
fundamentalist and modernist 
leaders who were brought into the 
Bay area in an attempt to bring 
the two groups together in har- 
mony for the Graham crusade. 


Before we close this chapter, 
perhaps it should be emphasized 
that the excuse most frequently 
given for inviting modernists into 
the Graham campaigns—to win 
them to Christ—simply does not 
work, nor would doing so be justi- 
fied even if it did. We are not to 
do evil that good may come, the 
Bible teaches. As has already been 
stated, Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, 
master psychologist and minister 
of the Marble Collegiate Church 
in New York City, received the 
most decision cards from the New 
York Crusade. Rumors circulated 
freely to the effect that he had 
been converted and his daughter 
also had given her heart to Christ. 
Other reports had him preaching 
the old-time Gospel as a direct 
result. of Graham’s influence. The 
reports became so prolific and so 
persistent, Peale eventually felt 
compelled to make a statement in 
print denying the rumors. 

As evidence that he was not 
helped by the Graham Crusade, 
let me quote from an article in 
the Southern Presbyterian Jour- 
nal, of which Dr. L. Nelson Bell 
is an editor and which praised 
highly the New York Crusade. The 
article was written by Rev. Wil- 
liam Cooper Cumming and en- 
titled) “What Dr. Norman Vin- 
cent Peale Left Out.” It seems 
Rev. Cumming had heard Peale 
speak to some 2,000 people at the 
Texarkana Junior College and was 
hastening to point out what the 
message lacked. He wrote: 


For example, in diagnosing 
man’s trouble there was noth- 
ing said about sin, and in pre- 
scribing the remedy there was 
nothing said about salvation in 
the sense of being reconciled 
with God. There was nothing 
about the cross, and nothing 
about Christ as Saviour, and 
there never is in any of the 
books, writings, or sermons of 
Norman Vincent Peale as far 
as we have been able to observe. 

Dr. Peale gives credit to Bible 
reading and to prayer to give 
calmness, peace and poise, and 
indeed it does; but it does it 
by a method that Dr. Peale 
never mentions, namely, by 
bringing lost souls to Christ 
their Saviour, where they find 
salvation through the atone- 
ment of His shed blood and the 
peace of God which passes all 
understanding through the pres-

sonal sacrifice—with the devout 
hope and prayer and firm convic- 
tion that they might be indoctri- 
nated and have their feet firmly 
planted on true scriptural founda- 
tions upon which to build their 
further education and service. Ev- 
ery college in the country founded 
by Christian leaders or Christian 
denominations was organized with 
the very objective of teaching and 
perpetuating the great doctrines 
of Christianity, and establishing 
the rising generation in resultant 
holy living, as opposed to the 
ideologies of the irreligious and 
the anti-religious taught in purely 
secular institutions of higher 
learning. Indeed, a Christian col- 
lege that no longer indoctrinates 
its students in our most holy faith, 
in large measure has ceased to 
be a Christian college at all, and 
is no different from a secular in- 
stitution, which actually, to all in- 
tents and purposes, it has become. 


Unbelieving Evolutionists, 
Communists, Modernists 
Push Indoctrination 
In Untaught Minds 
of Youth 


One of the tragic by-products 
of the rationalism of the last fifty 


years is this very doctrine of 
“anti-indoctrination.” Today it 
finds expression in the much- 


abused term, “academic freedom,”’ 
and this latest and most weird 
notion that “indoctrination always 
leads to frustration.” Just the 
contrary has been proven to be 
true. It is lack of indoctrination 
that has led to frustration on the 
part of young people. Young peo- 
ple want assurance, something up- 
on which they can depend in a 
shaking world like ours. But they 
are not taught what to believe or 
why they should believe it. 


ence of the Holy Spirit who in- 
dwells the true believer. If Dr. 
Peale came to us as a psycholo- 
gist or a psychiatrist, we weuld 
not expect him to say much 
more than he says, for what he 
leaves out is the essential of the 
Gospel, without which no one can 
be saved. Therefore, we appraise 
him as Jeremiah appraised cer- 
tain of his contemporaries by 
saying, “They have healed also 
the hurt of the daughter of my 
people slightly, saying, Peace, 
peace; when there is no peace”’ 
(Jer. 6:14). 


Dr. Peale was not helped by the 
Graham crusade and we fear the 
same has been true of other mod- 
ernists, in spite of prolific pro- 
fessions to the contrary relating 
to “unnamed” personalities. It is 
never right to do wrong, no mat- 
ter what noble motive the sinner 
might have or who might be doing 
it—even Billy Graham! 

We could call your attention to 
other controversies in which Dr. 
Rice has engaged during his color- 
ful ministry, but in each one the 
issue has been “Thus saith the 
Lord,” never a personality. He has 
proven himself to be a friend of 
“all them that love our Lord Je- 
sus Christ in sincerity” (Eph. 
6:24). He can say, and does say, 
with the Psalmist, “I am a com- 
panion of all them that fear thee, 
and of them that keep thy pre- 
cepts” (Ps. 119:63). Yet about 
God’s enemies he must say with 
the same Psalmist, “Do not I 
hate them, O Lord, that hate 
thee? and am not I grieved with 
those that rise up against thee? 
I hate them with perfect hatred: 
I count them mine enemies” (Ps. 
139:21, 22). 

We believe Dr. Rice will con- 
tinue, as long as God gives him 
breath, to .oppose sharply the 
Hymenaeuses and the Alexanders, 
that they may learn not to blas- 
pheme. In like manner, we trust 
that he will lovingly, tenderly 
oppose the Peters to their faces 
when they are wrong themselves 
and lead others away through 
their dissimulation. 

The critics may cry, “O thou 
sword of the Lord, how long will 
it be ere thou be quiet? put up 
thyself into thy scabbard, rest, 
and be still‘ (Jer. 47:6). 

Yet the answer must remain, 
“How can it be quiet, seeing the 
Lord hath given it a charge... ” 
(vs. 7). —The End— 


No wonder they are turning 
more and more to ideologies which 
are the direct antithesis of Chris- 
tianity. These anti-Christian views 
are taught with zeal, fervor, and 
authority that should put to 
shame weak and ineffectual so- 
called Christian teachers. They 
make every conceivable effort to 
indoctrinate their students, and it 
is paying off to a distressing de- 
gree. Communist leaders are de- 
claring openly and fearlessly their 
plans and programs for indoctri- 
nating into their atheistic and an- 
archistic ideology the youth of ev- 
ery nation, especially those at the 
college and university level. Pro- 
ponents of the evolutionary hy- 
pothesis are perfectly open, out- 
spoken, and bold in their effort 
to indoctrinate in the theory of 
evolution the young men and 
women who sit in their classes. 

Those who deny God’s Word 
and all of the great historic doc- 
trines of the Christian faith are 
fearless in their endeavors to urge 
upon young people an utter re- 
pudiation of these truths which 
born-again Christians hold so dear. 
At the same time, so-called Chris- 
tian leaders piously proclaim that 
it is not “our purpose to indoc- 
trinate our young people” in the 
things that they ought to believe. 


It Is the Heart of Divine 

Revelation to Indoctrinate 

Every one of Paul’s epistles, 
under the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit, is an impassioned plea for 
just such indoctrination of church- 
es and individuals. Such indoctri- 
nation has been the primary pur- 
pose of the true church from its 
beginning to the present time. 
Great preachers of the past, as 
well as those of today, indoctrinate 
their hearers in the truths of the 
3ible. But whey it comes to Chris- 
tian institutions of higher learn- 
ing, are we to be told in a flippant 
manner, “It is not our purpose to 
indoctrinate’? When Christian in- 
stitutions fail in this high and holy 
purpose, they are on the road to 
spiritual oblivion. Such betrayal 
of objective always results in the 
complete disappearance of spirit- 
ual reality in the life of the col- 
lege itself. 


It may be claimed in defense 
of this article hitherto referred to 
that the author’s objection is to 
the type of indoctrination which 
he defines as follows: “Indoctrina- 
tion is the process in which a 
teacher transmits his information, 
interpretations, prejudices, etc., to 
passive students who sit, listen, 
write what they hear and attempt 
to return it on examinations.” 
This is about as inadequate a 
definition of the teaching philoso- 
phy as one could imagine, and the 
author’s definition of the word 
indoctrination in no way modifies 


the blanket criticism which he 
makes of the very concept of in- 
doctrination itself. With the ex- 
ception of the most exacting sci- 
ences where facts and figures are 
studied, there is no teacher alive 
who does not transmit his infor- 
mation, interpretations, and preju- 
dices either in favor of or against 
the material he presents to his 
classes. As a matter of fact, a 
teacher may not say anything but 
may reveal his views by the mere 
intonation of his voice. Further- 
more, if a professor is worthy of 
his position, he will make every 
effort to keep his students from 
becoming “passive” but will in- 
spire them to active thinking. 


To Be Established in Christian 
Faith and Truth Essential 
to Happy Useful Chris- 
tian Life 
Today the Christian college has 
one of the greatest responsibilities 
and most glorious opportunities in 
the history of civilization to mea- 
sure up to the tremendous chal- 
lenges of the hour, A living and 
lively faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as He is revealed in the 
Word of God, is the only way 
of peace and rest and salvation 
to anyone. If conditions in the 
world about us are viewed in the 
light of God’s Word, we need not 
fear tomorrow, although in the 
world men’s hearts are failing 
them for fear, as predicted in the 
Bible. We who have been indoc- 
trinated in the great truths of 
the Scriptures and who have put 
our trust in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and whose lives are motivated by 
Him, may look to the future with 
joy and hope. For while we do not 
knew what the future holds, 
thank God, we do know the One 
who holds the future in His bless- 
er hands, and we are confident 
that He doeth all things well. This 
is the message that the Christian 
college has for its youth. The 
church has the Christian young 
person only a few hours each 
week. Think of the hours spent 
in the college classroom and the 
influence upon the lives of the 
young men and women that the 
Christian college may have! Paul 
wrote to young Timothy of in- 
doctrination: “. . . The same com- 
mit thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach others also” 
(II Tim. 2:2). How shall we escape 
God’s condemnation if we fail our 

young people in this hour? 

It is to be regretted that the 
magazine in which this article ap-

But after -all, none _ could 
thoroughly understand how base 
ind vile sin was until Jesus enter- 
ed our world in the flesh, born 
of the pure Virgin.

never come one stain or soil; there 
had never been even the desire to 
gratify unholy curiosity, or for 
a moment to transgress across the 
precincts of God’s most blessed 
willl. Looking upon His foes He 
said: “Which of you convinceth 
Me of sin?” Here was the one 
Man of all others the meekest, the 
humblest, the most lowly, who 
absolutely had no knowledge of 
Sin as a constituent part of his 
nature. It never biassed Him, 
never tainted, never soiled.

This is so deep a mystery that 

we may fear to tread here. Let 

take our shoes from off our 
feet, for this is holy ground, where 
the fire of God is burning. “God

nude him to be sin.’ How the na- 
ture of Jesus Christ must have 
shrunk from contact with sin! 
We sometimes encount piti- 
able objects in the streets with 
their sodden, bleared faces, and 
we thank God that we not 
united to them. How utterly our 
nature, the more refined and puri- 
‘fied it becomes, shrinks from con- 


And yet just think what it must 
have been to God, in the Pt 
of Christ, to come into such ck 
identification with sin—that 

might suck the poison from the 
wound, and wash it with His 
precious blood, and bear its full 
incidence and weight. How much 
it must have cost Christ to come 
in contact with sin; but that is 
not all that this text affirms— 
He was made sin. The gloss most 
often placed upon this text is— 
“He was made @ sim-offering” 
and it is quite true that, as under 
the old Jewish law the sin of the 
people was laid upon the scape- 


goat, which was led by the hand 
of a trusted man into the wilder- 
ness, and there let go, whilst the 


man who led it forth had to wash 
his clothes, because he, too. was 
accounted ceremonially unclean, 
through contact with the _ goat 
which had absorbed into itself the 
guilt of Israel'—so it has been 
said, very truly, that when Jesus 
Christ went to the cross He bore 
upon Himself. the sin of His peo- 
ple. and of the world. He became 
the propitiation for our sins, and 
not for ours only, but for the ac- 
cumulated, concentrated essence 
of the sin of the race. 


But even that does not exhaust 
the weight of meaning, for the 
text says that Jesus was made 
sin. Martin Luther, in his Com- 
mentary, says that, “For the time 
Jesus Christ was the greatest sin- 
ner that ever lived.” But this 
statement needs qualification. 
Stil], Jesus became so _ closely 
identified with the sin of the race 
that He stood before the universe 
as though it had all met in Him: 
“He was made sin for us.” 

But imagine, if you can; what 
it must have cost God the Father 
to make Him this. Here, indeed, 
we are on delicate ground, because 
we steadfastly believe in the 
identity of the Persons of the Holy 
Trinity in this act of redemption; 
ands yet we recognize that in that 
remote eternity, which precedes 
all dates, there was a definite set- 
ting serosal of the Second Person 
of the Holy Trinity to the work 
of redemption; and in some way 
there was a definite self-emptying 
so that when the time came for 
Jesus Christ to tread our world, 
He was made lower even than the 
angels, for the suffering of death. 
Then He humbly bent beneath the 
imposition of the hand of the Fa- 
ther, who caused the sin of the 
race to meet on Him. The submis- 
sion of Christ was quite absolute. 
He who was one with the Godhead 
assumed the form of the creature, 
and stooped beneath the load of 
sin which God the Father imposed 
upon Him as the representative 
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Father, Forgive Them!”

of the whole race. He made Him 
to be sin. 

Such was God’s way of dealing 
with the problem of human evil. 
God had first to deal with it in 
justice, so He dealt with it in the 
Person of His Son, which was 
Himself, for God was in Christ. 
God was above Christ, so to speak, 
making-Him sin; but God was in 
Christ, taking to His own heart 
its burden and guilt. \ 

As the first Adam brought sin 
and punishment into the race, so 
the Lord from Heaven, as the sec- 
ond Adam, has removed it from 
the race, in this sense, that who- 
ever is ultimately lost cannot be 
lost because of the sin of the race. 
Adam's sin, the sin of human na- 
ture, the sin of man, as man, has 
been put away by the Second 
Man. The old theologians used 
to teach people that they must re- 
pent of Adam’s sin, and that they 
might be lost for it. This text, 
however, destroys all such notions 
once and for ever, since the sin 
of man has been dealt with, can- 
celled, and put away, and God 
cannot deal with the race in judg- 
ment for the sin which He has 
already judged in the Person of 
His Son. 

But, verily, we may turn our 
faces away, and even though for 
evermore we praise God, yet we 


can hardly bear to think of 
what we have cost Him. We 
all know what that feeling is. 


There may be some people whom 
we love with an unutterable love, 
and yet, even amid the sunshine 
of their love, we sorrowfully re- 
member that we have not been 
always true, and tender, and good, 
and we shrink from their clear, 
loving gaze consciously abashed. 
Even in Heaven, it may be, we 
shall feel ashamed and abashed 
amid the blaze of the love which 
has loved us so utterly. 


| Ill, Let Us Confess, With 
Shame, Our Reluctance to 
Believe in God’s Invitations 
| God beseeches men to be recon- 
ciled. The Greek word is most in- 
teresting. It might be rendered: 
God beseeches men to let His 
reconciliation have effect. It is as 
though the Eternal pleaded: ‘Do 
not steel yourself against My love, 
or be obdurate, or shutter your 
windows, and draw down your 
blinds; let My love come in.” Is 
it not bitter to think that for 
eighteen hundred years God has 
been beseeching men to let His 
love in, and has been so constantly 
repelled? May we not be sorry 
that we have personally needed 
so much beseeching? Some people 
are besought for years before they 
yield; and some are being be- 
sought still, and have not yielded. 
Is not this a matter for shame 
and sorrow that God must needs 
beseech? The word is the most 
marvellous that could be employ- 
ed. To think that God has done 
the work of atonement is great, 
but there is a recompense in it 
Since it attracts the admiration 
of the universe, reveals the char- 
acter of God, and enables Him 
to reconcile His justice and His 
mercy. 

Great and wonderful as it is, 
it” is not nearly so wonderful as 
this—that the great God should 
come down and plead in beseech- 
ing tones before us ungrateful and 
careless mortals, entreating us to 
let His love in. Does not that 
prove that we are something to 
God? Does not that show we can 
give God something He wants? 
Does a man beseech for what he 
dees not care for? Would God 
beseech us to let His love in unless 
He cared unutterably for it? Let 
us give it entrance, and be asham- 
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fitful nigtit breeze, His hair wet 
with dew, His hand cold and chill 
in the early morning as He keeps 
it on the latch of a sinner’s heart. 

O God, if it were possible to 
doubt, one might hesitate to be- 
lieve that it is possible for Thee 
to bend the heavens and come 
yearning down, and stand a sup- 
pliant at our door, beseeching us 
until we accept the reconciliation. 


IV. God’s Ambassadors Are 
Sadly Slack in His Work. 
This is surely reason for us to 

turn away our faces from the 

Steadfast face of Christ, because 

we have not been more eager in 

entreating men to be reconciled to 

God. 

Here is room for shame indeed! 
that we have been content to go 
on our way, and do our daily 
duty, with myriads around us re- 
jecting the pleading of God’s love; 
that we have done little or noth- 
ing to awaken them, to urge them 
to repent and return. It must fill 
angels with surprise. When man 
fell, God might have entrusted 
to their ardent natures the glori- 
ous mission of aiding Him in the 
reclaiming of the race: but, pass- 
ing them by, He set His heart 
on the sons of men, and gave 
them this high calling of being 
His fellow-workers., 

Each morning as the sun rises, 
heaven's doors might have been 
thrown open and troops of bright 
spirits might have sped to every 


continent and island with the tid- 
ings of salvation: but, instead, 
the Divine Word has been com- 


mitted to us. How passing strange 
that we are so lethargic in spread- 
ing it! Eighteen hundred years 
have passed since the last of the 
apostles died, and the immense 
majority of the race have never 
heard the name of Jesus. Here, 
surely, there is cause for shame! 


V. We May Be Ashamed That 
We Have Not Availed Our- 
selves of the Blessedness 
of the Divine Righteous- 
ness. 

“We are made the righteous- 
ness of God in him.” In whatever 
way our Lord was made sin, we 
are made righteousness. As _ sin 
was placed on Him, and He was 
reckoned with as though it were 
His own, so His righteousness is 
reckoned to us, who are in Him 
by faith, as though it were indeed 
ours. Christ’s identification with 
us in our sin filled Him with un- 
told anguish; so let our identifica- 
tion with Him in His glorious 
righteousness fill us with unspeak- 
able joy. And if it is indeed ours, 
let us dismiss our fears; let us 
dare to stand in the very light of 
God’s Holiness, accepted in the 
Beloved: let us greatly rejoice in 
the Lord, and our souls be joyful 
in the Lord, since He has covered 
us with the robe of righteousness, 
as a bridegroom decketh himself 
with ornaments, and a_ bride 
adorneth herself with jewels. Why 
have we not oftener appeared 
among the sons of God, without 
hesitation or fear, approaching 
with boldness the throne of grace? 
This is your blessed heritage, all 
ye that are in Christ Jesus, 

We need to learn more of the 
constraining love of Christ. The 
apostle had said (vs. 14), “For 
the love of Christ constraineth 
us.” We need to learn what he 
meant by that mighty expression, 
which carries us back to the days 
of Ignatius; let us quote again 
his words, in the hope that they 
may stir us from our self-satis- 
faction, and lead us to abandon 
ourselves to the current of God’s 
love which waits to bear us into 
experiences and_ sacrifices’ of 
which, perhaps, we know but too 
little in these days. “Bear with 
me,” he said; “I know what is 
expedient for me; I am God's 
wheat, and I am ground by the 
teeth of wild beasts that I may 
be found pure bread for Christ. 
Come fire, and iron, and grappling 
with wild beasts, cuttings and 
manglings, wrenching of bones, 
breaking of limbs, crushing of my 
whole body; come cruel tortures 
of the Devil to assail me—only 
be it mine to attain unto Jesus 
Christ.” 

If it be asked how we may 
attain to this most blessed state, 
we may answer, Take ten looks 
at Christ for one at self. Consider 
Him. Recount all that He has 


done for you. Remember the depth

age of seventy, I heard him tell 
a group of students about his con- 
version in a Rescue Mission. He 
got salvation and the forgiveness 
of his sins, but he did not know 
the Bible name for his experience. 
He said, “All I knew was that 
something went out and some- 
thing came in!” Later he learned 
what he had got! 

1. Forgiveness is a putting away 
of your confessed sins. When King 
David said, “I have sinned against 
the Lord,” the prophet of God said 
to him, “The Lord hath put away 
thy sin” (II Sam, 12:13). For- 
giveness is a sending away of your 
Sins; a complete taking away of 
them. 

Years ago God Himself, blessed 
be His name, gave a living picture 
of the sending away and taking 
away of confessed sins. He told 
the sinners of that day to “bring 
a live goat” to the priest, and then 
Said: 

“And

Aaron shall lay both his 
upon the head of the live 
goat, and confess over him all the 
iniquities of the children of Israel, 
and all their transgressions im all 
their PUTTING them upon 
the: head of the goat, and shall 
SEND him away by the hand of 
a fit man into the wilderness: And 
the goat shall bear wpon him all 
their iniquities unto a land not in- 
habited: and he shall let go the 
goat in the wilderness”’—Lev. 
16:21, 22. 

That living picture was com- 
pleted when Jesus “the Lamb of 
God took away the sin of the 
world” (John 1:29). 

2. Forgiveness is a blotting out 
of your sins so that you see them 
again no more. King David prayed 
after his heinous sin of adultery, 
“O God blot out my trans- 
pressions (Ps. 51:1), and God 
blotted them out, as He will yours, 
for He says, “I, even I, am he 
that blotteth out thy transgres- 
sions for mine own sake, and will 
not remember thy sins... .I have 
blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy 


Sins, 


transgressions, and, as a cloud, 
thy sins: return unto me; for I 
have redeemed thee” (Isa. 43:25; 


44:22). You cannot blot out your 
sins; only God can. 

Lady Macbeth tried many times 
to wash the blood stains of the 
murdered Duncan from her hands, 
but couldn’t. They just would not 
blot out: she could not obliterate 
them. Shakespeare makes her say, 
as she looks at the telltale blood 
on her hands, “Out, damned spot! 
out, I say!” Yes, forgiveness is 
the blotting out of your sins by 
God: and when He blots them out, 
they're out. Praise His name! 

3. The forgiveness of sins is a 
cancellation of them, so that your 
confessed sins do not stand against 
you any more, “Forgiveness ought 
to be like a cancelled note—torn 
in two and burned up, so that it 
never can be shown against one” 
(Henry Ward Beecher). In for- 
giveness God has “forgiven us all 
our trespasses; having blotted out 
the bond written in ordinances 
that was against us... and hath 
taken it out of the way, nailing it 
to the cross” (Col. 2:13, 14, 
A. S. V.). God has cancelled the 
bond against the confessed sin- 
ner! 

4. The forgiveness of sins is a 
removing of them and a forgetting 
of them and a casting away of 


from which you were raised, and 
the height to which you have 
been brought. Dwell on each of 
His characteristics. Reckon your- 
self dead to everything that might 
grieve Him. Then by the Holy 
Spirit, the love of God will be 
shed abroad in your heart, and 
it will be your one passion to go 
forth to tell men, that this is a 
redeemed world, that they have 
been purchased by the most cost- 
ly of gifts, and that God’s love 
waits, with open arms, to receive 
them graciously and_ re-instate 
them in bliss that Adam never 
knew. 
—The End— 
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them. The Bible says about con- 
fessed sins, “As far as the east 
is from the west, so far hath He 
removed our transgressions from 
us’ (Ps. 103:12). And since east 
and west never meet, forgiven sins 
will never meet you again in 
judgment. With God the forgive- 
ness of sins is a forgetting of 
them. He says it Himself: ‘“Their 
sins and their iniquities will I 
remember no more”

And then again at mine. 


The forgiveness of your sins and 
atonement by sacrificial blood are 
closely linked together: they are 
absolutely intertwined in the plan 
and purpose of God. They are for- 
ever inseparable. The first time 
God speaks in the Bible about the 
forgiveness of sins is in connec- 
tion with atonement for sin.

5. The forgiveness of your sins 
is a covering of them. This is one 
of the best meanings of forgive- 
ness. The Bible “Blessed 
he whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin (Ps. 32:1). 
That covering meant to both 
hide and shelter—hide the sin and 
Shelter the sinner. The atoning 
blood of Christ does both. 

A child that God “cannot 
see our through the _ blood 
of Jesus!” The prayer, “Father, 
forgive them,”’ was meant to “‘cov- 
er the guilty heads of His mur- 
derers” with His blood and love, 
“in order to secure them from 
the storm of the well-deserved 
wrath of Almighty God.” I can 
understand now why a forgiven 
sinner said, “Forgiveness is God’s 
best attribute.”

Il. Why God Can Forgive You 

1. Your forgiveness has been 
provided for and paid for. When 
the Lord Jesus Christ was praying, 
“Father, forgive them,’ He was 
at that moment providing for 
your forgiveness; He was actually 
purchasing it; He was offering His 
sacred blood for your forgiveness. 
He Himself. said: This is my 
blood of the new testament, which 
is shed for many for the remission 
of sins” (Matt. 26:28). The Bible 
says that “we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgivemess 
of sins” (Eph. 1:7). Your forgive- 
ness is written in red—the red 
blood of Christ. It is purchased 
and paid for! You can now say, 
“My debt by His death was all 
paid,”

Supposing you were deeply in 
debt, and a friend paid off your 
entire indebtedness to your cred- 
itor. The creditor could then tell 
you that your debts were all en- 
tirely forgiven. With the price of 
forgiveness paid, God has to for- 
give you. And He will. Read 
thoughtfully this that a forgiven 
sinner wrote: 


Complete atonement Thou hast made, 

And to the utmost farthing paid, 

Whate’er Thy people owed; 

How, then, can wrath on me take place, 
Now standing in God's righteousness, 

And sprinkled by the Blood? 


Since Thou hast my discharge procured, 
And freely in my place endured 
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nine times words like these are 
used by God Himself: “And the 
priest shall make an atonement 


fer him as concerning his sin, and 
it shall be forgiven him” (Lev. 
4:26, etc.). I must tell you that 
the word “forgiven” as used by 
God there and elsewhere “is a 


term of great importance, because 
it to mark 
the pardon extended to the sinner 
by God, and is never used to de- 
note that inferior kind and mea- 
sure of forgiveness which is exer- 
cised by one man toward another” 
(Girdlestone). God can therefore 
forgive your sins because Christ 
provided it in the atonement ef- 
fected on His cross.

2. God can forgive your sins be- 
cause He cannot turn a deaf ear 
to the prayer of Christ, offered 
with His blood, “Father, forgive 
them!” An old hymn says, 


In Heaven His blood forever speaks, 
In God the Father's ears. 


The prayer of Christ for your 
forgiveness is still speaking to God 
for you. There is scriptural reason 
for telling you that when Jesus 
prayed, “Father, forgive them,” 
He said it repeatedly. He prayed 
it several times for all to hear; He 
prayed it to reach down the ages. 
The word “said” in the original 
is in the imperfect tense, and 
means to say something again and 
again, repeatedly. 

Charles Wesley, a forgiven sin- 
ner, has expressed the original 
meaning in these words: 


Five bleeding wounds He bears, 

Received on Calvary; 
They pour effectual prayers, 

They strongly plead for me: 
“Forgive him, 0 forgive,” they cry, 
“Nor let that ramsomed sinner die!” 


God will not turn a deaf ear 
to that prayer of Christ if you 
come confessing your sins, 

3. God can and will forgive your 
sins because He is a righteous 
God. His faithfulness and justice 
are involved in the forgiveness of 
your sins. The Bible teaches that 
when we confess our sins, “God is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins” (I John 1:9). If God did 
not forgive confessed sins, there 
would be a miscarriage of His 
justice. The sacrifice of Christ on 
the cross was made to Divine Jus- 
tice, and God must and will be 
faithful to His promises of mercy 
to you, and just to Christ, in 
forgiving you. “Divine justice can

4. It is the Character of God to 
forgive—His very nature, When 
He proclaimed His “Name,” His 
character, to Moses, He said 
among other things that He is 
“the Lord God Keeping 
mercy for thousands, forgiving 
iniquity and transgression and sin” 
(Exod. 34:5, 6, 7). King David 


knew that by experience. He 
wrote that God is one “who for- 
giveth all thine iniquities,” and 


he blessed God for it (Ps. 103:2, 
3). How true it is that “no book 
of religion except the Bible 
teaches that God completely for- 
gives sin.” A forgiven sinner said, 
“For thou, Lord, art good, and 
veady to forgive,’ and, “There is 
forgiveness with thee” (Ps. 86:5; 
130:4). How well he knew it! And 
so may you! 

Few people have read or heard 
the story of the unforgiving queen. 
This queen had many admirers 
and lovers among the nobility of 
her country. She, in turn, admired 
one more than the rest. On a cer- 
tain occasion this nobleman had 
to leave her to go on a campaign. 
The queen gave him a ring “with 


the assurance that if ever any- 
where, even under her own e€7- 
treme displeasure, he should come 


to grief and be shaken over the 
edge of despair, he need but re- 
turn to her this remembrance of 
her pledge to secure him the re- 
vival of her esteem and a rescue 
from his peril.” 

Well, this “lover-politician” in- 
curred the “extreme displeasure” 
of his queen: he committed an 
act of treason against her. He was 
tried and condemned to death. 
The warrant for his execution was 
placed before the queen. She knew 
that at heart he was in no way 
disloyal. She would not sign the 
death warrant. She remembered 
the ring, and waited for its re- 
turn, bat it did not come. She 
signed the death warrant, and her 
lover was executed. 

Within the year, a titled lady of 
the country, on her deathbed and 
in an “agony of distress,” sent for 
the queen. She made a confession 
to the queen. The nobleman had 
piven her a ring, and “solemnly 
charged her to bear it to the 
queen.” She was overruled by her 
husband, and failed to deliver the 
ring. The queen was so enraged 
that “she flew with the ferocity 
of an aged tigress upon the couch 
of the dying woman,” shook her 
violently, and said in great anger: 
“God may forgive you, but I nev- 


er will.” (History of the World, 
by John Clark Ridpath, LL. D. 
Vol. II, p. 670—). 


Oh! what a difference between 
that queen and the Lord God! 
Even though you have incurred 
His “extreme displeasure,” . He 
will forgive you when you confess 
to Him, and present the blood of 
Jesus, the pledge and token of 
your forgiveness. 


Ill, How You May Obtain 
Forgiveness 

1. You may obtain forgiveness 
by a full and frank confession of 
your sins to God. The Bible says, 
“If we confess our sins, He is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins” (I John 1:9). 

The Lord Jesus told the story 
of a prodigal son who sinned deep- 
ly, but came to his right senses 
and said, “Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy sight, 
and am no more worthy to be 
called thy son.’ He did not even 
finish his intended confession be- 
fore he was instantly received 
back to the father's heart and 
home. 

The great gospel preacher, D. L. 
Moody, says: “The most reason- 
able thing you can do is to go 
to your Heavenly Father and ask 
His forgiveness. He is always 
ready to forgive and take you 
back. If a poor sinner comes and 


confesses, God is willing and 
ready to forgive him.” 
Moody himself had an elder 


brother who wandered from home 
and became a grief to his widowed 
mother. The mother mourned for 


her erring boy and, as Moody says, 
“watched and wept and prayed 
for him, and waited day by day 
and month by month for his re- 
turn,” 


One summer day a stranger was 
seen coming toward the house. 
He looked through the window 
and saw his mother. The mother 
saw him, but did not move, The 
man had a long beard. But when 
the mother “saw the great tears 
trickling down his cheeks” she 
cried out, “It’s my boy, my dear, 
dear boy!” and sprang to the 
window. 


But the boy stood there and 
said, “Mother, I will never cross 
the threshold until you say you 
forgive me.” 

Instantly the mother’s. arms 
were around him, and with tears 
in her eyes, she forgave him. 

Confession of sins and forgive- 
ness of sins go together. King 
David said it in Psalm 32:5, “I 
said, I will confess my transgres- 
sions unto the Lord; and thou 
forgavest the iniquity of my sin.” 
“The sinner must discover his sin 
by confession, if he desires God 
to cover it with forgiveness.” Con- 
fess your sins to God, and at that 
moment He will forgive you for 
Christ’s sake. 

2. You must repent of your sins 
if you are to obtain forgiveness. 
God sent John the Baptist into 
the world “preaching the baptism 
of repentance for the remission 
of sins” (Luke 3:3). The Lord Je- 
sus sent His apostles to preach 
“repentance and _ remission of 
sins” among all nations (Luke 
24:47). Repentance is far more 
than feeling sorry for your sins, 
or being grieved that your sins 
are found out: it is a turning away 
from them, a resolve to quit them, 
a purpose not to go back to them. 
Then you may expect forgiveness; 
and you will get it from God. 


That great and good German 
Christian, John Albert Bengal, 
said that this prayer of Christ, 
“Father, forgive them” will “ob- 
tain full pardon for the future 
with repentance for those who 
would accept it.” 

3. You must take and receive 
the forgiveness of your sins, ir- 


respective of how you feel at the 
time of confession. 

The conversion to Christ of 
C. I. Scofield, editor of the Sco- 
field Bible, came about when he 
just accepted the truth of the Gos- 
pel. A friend said to him, “Why 
are you not a Christian?” 

Scofield answered, “I do not 
know how.” 

The friend showed him from the 
Bible that Jesus Christ had pur- 
chased salvation for him, and then 
said, “Will you accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ as your Saviour?” 

Scofield replied, “I’m going to 
think about it.” 

The friend shot back with, “No, 
you're not; you’ve been thinking 
about it all your life. Will you 
settle it now, and be saved?” 

Scofield said quietly, “I will.” 

Scofield said afterwards, “We 
knelt, and I received the Lord 
Jesus Christ as my Saviour. In- 
stantly the chains were broken, 
never to be forged again. The 
passion for drink was taken away. 
Divine power did it, wholly of 
grace.” 

Won’t you now accept from God 
the forgiveness of your sins? 


IV. The Blessings of 
Forgiveness 

The blessings of forgiveness are 
many and great and far reaching: 
they are for now and forever. The 
Bible tells you that there are 
blessings to the forgiven’ soul. 
King David said, “Blessed is he 
whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin is covered” (Ps. 32:1). 
The original reads, “Oh the hap- 
pinesses of the one whose trans- 
gression is forgiven!” A forgiven 
sinner said that “the forgiveness 
of sins is the most desirable and 
indispensable of all blessings.” 

1. You will have joy. John Bun- 
yan found that. The Pilgrim’s 
Progress is no doubt his own auto- 
biography. He writes that when 
“Christian” came to the cross of 
Christ, “as he stood looking and 
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weeping, three shining ones came 
to him, and saluted him.” One 
said to him, “Thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” Thereupon, “Christian gave 
three leaps for joy.” 

Many, many years ago the 
treasurer of old Ethiopia found 
forgiveness in Christ through the 
o3rd chapter of Isaiah. He testi- 
fied to his forgiveness by baptism, 
then, as the Bible says, “went on 
his way rejoicing” (Acts 8:39). 

One Sunday morning a young 
man in his teens turned aside into 
a Primitive Methodist Church. He 
was miserable and down-hearted 
because he was not a Christian. 
That morning he was told to look 
to Christ for salvation and for- 
giveness. He did. Years’ after he 
said: ~ 


“I wish I had time to show you 
that forgiveness of sin is not only 
blessed of itself, but all its con- 
comitants help to swell the tide 
of blessing. A thousand felicities 
follow in its train. He who is for- 
given is justified, acquitted, vindi- 
cated, sent forth without a stain 
or blemish on his reputation; he 
is regenerated, quickened, invigor- 
ated, and brought into newness 
of life; more still, he is adopted, 
initiated into a Divine family, in- 
troduced into a new relationship, 
and made heir of a heritage en- 
tailed by promise.”—-C. H. Spur- 
geon. 


2. You will have peace. The un- 
forgiven soul has no peace. God 
Says so, and that is proof enough. 
“There is no peace, saith the Lord, 
unto the wicked.” So that you 
might not miss it, God says it 
again: “There is no peace, saith 
my God, to the wicked” (Isa. 
48:22; 57:21). A biographer Says 
that before Martin Luther ob- 
tained forgiveness “he felt the 
agonies of an unforgiven soul in 
quest of peace with God.” 


King David had no peace as long 
as he remained unforgiven for his 
great sin of adultery. He said, 
“Neither is there any peace in my 
bones because of my sin” (Ps. 
38:3, margin). There was a voice 
“roaring all the day long” in his 
soul; but when he said, “I will 
declare mine iniquity; I. will be 
sorry for my sin,” he found for- 
giveness and peace (Ps. 32:3; 
38:18). 

John Fletcher, friend of John 
Wesley, tells how he first tasted 
the peace of forgiveness. There 
were several brothers and sisters 
in his family, and one day he got 
real mad at his brothers and sis- 
ters, and lost his temper, and said 
things he should not have said. 
But he refused to own up to his 
sin. That night when he went to 
bed, he was reminded of his sin. 
He could not sleep. He jumped out 
of bed, knelt down, confessed his 
sin, and asked God to forgive him. 
When he became a man, John 
Fletcher said, “Oh, that was a 
happy night! And that was the 
first time I ever tasted sweet 

Jesus said to a woman who 
was a sinner, and who manifested 
repentance for her many sins, 
“Thy sins are forgiven tnee.” Then 
He said to her, “Go into peace” 
(Luke 7:48, 50 Gk.). When you 
confess your sins, you, too, will 
find “pardon for sin and a peace 
that endureth.” 

3. Your forgiveness will be 
permanent and abiding. When God 
forgives, He forgets. He _ says, 
“Their sins and their iniquities 
will I remember no more” (Heb. 
8:12). God makes His forgiveness 
stick and stay. The Bible tells us 
that the resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus makes our God-given for- 
giveness sure and permanent, It 
states that Christ “was delivered 
for our offenses, and raised again 
for our justification’”—our com- 
plete pardon. 

A king once forgave a man, but 
could not make it stick. King 
Richard the First of England was 
besieging the castle of Chaluz in 
France. One morning while he was 
surveying the defenses of the 
castle, a soldier from within shot 
an arrow at him. Richard I was 
wounded. His soldiers later. took 
the castle, and the man who dis- 
charged the fatal arrow, Bertrame 
de Gourdon, was brought before 
the King. Richard I asked him 
why he did it. The soldier said, 
“You killed my father and broth- 
er with your own hands, and you 
intended to kill me.” 

King Richard was so impressed 
with the_truthfulness of that an- 


swer that he forgave the -soldier,|. 


and ordered Bertrame de Gourdon 


to be set free. But within a few! 


amen 


days King Richard died from 
gangrene produced by that arrow 
wound, and the forgiveness and 
consequent freedom given to Bert- 
rame de Gourdon did not stand: 
he was killed by the soldiers of 
Richard I. 

Satan will bring your forgiven 
sins to remembrance, but God will 
not, Martin Luther, the great Re- 
former, knew that. One night 
Satan seemed to appear before 
him with a long scroll filled with 
the past sins of the reformer. 
Satan read them to Luther. Luth- 
er said to his accuser: “It is all 
true, Satan, and many more sins 
which I have committed in my life 
which are known to God only, but 
write at the bottom of your list, 
‘The blood of Jesus Christ, God’s 
Son, cleanseth us from all sin.’” 
Then the Devil fled! His accusa- 
tions were ineffective against the 
atoning blood of Jesus Christ, who 
prayed, “Father, forgive them!” 

4. You will have the right of 
entrance into Heaven. The male- 
factor who was crucified with 
Christ certainly heard the prayer 
of Jesus, “Father, forgive them,” 
and he was the first one to get 
the blessing of it. He acknow!l- 
edged himself a sinner, confessed 
that he was receiving the “due 
reward” of his misdeeds, and said 
to Jesus, “Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom.” The Lord Jesus blessed him 
with the words, “Verily I say unto 
thee, To day shalt thou be with 
me in paradise.” 

John the revelator saw a com- 
pany of redeemed people of all na- 
tions in Heaven, and heard them 
sing a song to their Redeemer. 
They said to Him, “Thou wast 


Slain, and hast redeemed us to 
God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, 


and nation” (Rev. 5:9). They re- 
membered His sacred and precious 
blood which was “shed for many 
for the remission of sins.” They 
were all, each one, in Heaven be- 
cause of that, and because they 
accepted the purchased forgive- 
ness of sin through that blood. 
John saw another company of peo- 
ple in Heaven, and wrote: “After 
this I beheld, and lo, a great multi- 
tude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and 
people, and tongues, stood before 
the throne. and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands.” Then he 
was told how they got there: 
they “washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb” (Rev. 7:9, 14). It was 
that blood of Christ, which was 
“shed for the remission of sins,” 
by means of which they had the 
right of entrance into Heaven. 


He died that we might be forgiven, 
He died to make us good, 


That we might go at last to Heaven, . 
Saved by His precious blood. 


Years ago I read the dream of 
a man who wanted to enter Heav- 
en. I shall close my sermon by 
telling it to you. 


I have read, said Mr. Spurgeon, 
of one who dreamed a dream when 
in great distress of mind about 
religion. He thought he stood in 
the outer court of Heaven, and 
he saw a glorious host marching 
up, singing sweet hymns, and 
bearing the banners of victory. 
They passed by him through the 
gate, and he heard in the distance 
sweet strains of music. 


“Who are they?” he asked. 
“They are the goodly fellowship 
of the prophets, who have gone 
to be with God.” He heaved a deep 
sigh, as he said, “Alas! I am not 
of them, and never shall be, and I 
cannot enter there.” 


By and by there came another 
band, equally lovely in appearance, 
and equally triumphant, robed in 
white. They passed within the 
portals, and again shouts of wel- 
come were heard. “Who are 
they?” “They are the goodly fel- 
lowship of the apostles.” “Alas!” 
he said, “I belong not to that fel- 
lowship, and I cannot enter there,” 


He still waited and lingered, in 
the hope that he might yet go in; ~ 
but the next multitude did not en- 
courage him, for they were the 
noble army of martyrs. He could 
not go with them, nor wave their 
palm branches. 


He waited still, and saw that 
the next was a company of evan- 
gelical preachers and_ earnest 
Christian workers, but he felt he 
could not go in with them. 

At last, as he walked, he saw 
a larger host than all the rest 
put together, marching and sing- 


ing most melodiously, and in 
front walked the woman that 
was a sinner, and the thief 


that died upon the cross. He look- 
ed long and saw there Manasseh, 
and the like; and when they enter- 
ed, he could see who they were, 
and he thought, “There will be no 
shouting about them.” But to his 
astonishment, it seemed as if all 
Heaven was rent with sevenfold 
shouts as they passed in. 


And the angels said to him, 
“These afe they that are MIGHTY 
SINNERS, SAVED BY MIGHTY 
GRACE.” And then he = said, 
“Blessed be God! I can go in with 
them.” And so he awoke. 


Oh, what a prayer that was and 
is, “Father, forgive them!” It is 
a prayer for all the world and a 
prayer for you! Offered with His 
blood, “shed for many for the re- 
mission of sins,” your forgiveness 
is sure and certain when you ask 
for it. Do it now. 
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
